ROYAL COMMISSION PRACTICAL- 


LY RECCOMMEND CONSCRIP- 


IX>NTX>X, May 27.—The report of the 


royal commission on the volunteer anc 
militia forces practically recommends 
conscription as the only means of pro- 
viding a home defence army adequate 
for the protection of the country In 
the absence or partial absence of the 
regrular troops. The commissioners axe 
of the 
opinion that 
the 
principles 


adopted by all other great European 
states must be largely 
adopted 
by 


Great Britain and that K is the duty of 
every able bodied citizen to be trained 
for national defence. They point out 
that the necessary training would in- 
volve a period of continuous service 
with the colors under an instruction 
bodjr of specially educated and high- 
ly trained officers and they consider 
that fi year of such contlnuoues tij.in- 
ing would suffice, with a few weeks at- 
tendance at the manoeuvres, for a year 
or two afterwards.

ers estimate thnt such a scheme would 
provide about 350,000 trained men an-
